Residents told: 
Cuts may cost 
you your home

THE Town Hall has dropped a bomb¬ 
shell on Luton and warned residents 
that cuts in services over the next few 
years will be ‘way worse' than origi¬ 
nally thought. 

It could be so bad that some people 
will be driven from their houses and 
made homeless. 

Instead of the previously expected 
figure of a further £28 million having to 
be saved by 2016, Luton Borough 
Council said it will now have to find an 
extra £20m - £48m in total - meaning 
there ‘will have to be a reduction in 
council services’. 

The council has already made redun¬ 
dant 329 staff - one in ten of its work¬ 
force - over the past three years, and 
this week chief executive Trevor 
Holden told Luton on Sunday the num¬ 
ber of those losing their jobs over the 
coming years will be ‘significant’. 

He said he could not elaborate further 
on precise numbers, but added: “We 
are telling staff the financial situation 
we are in. As the picture becomes 
clearer, we will tell them, but at the 
moment we’re not in a position to.” 

Mr Holden said the extra savings that 
had to be made were the result of the 
proposed national changes to local 
Government funding and the welfare 
system, combined with continuing 
Government funding reductions to 
local authorities. He said his initial

response to the funding cuts, which 
affect Luton particularly badly due to 
the town’s housing stock being mostly 
in the lower bands for council tax, was 
‘unprintable’. 

Around 60 per cent of the total budg¬ 
et comes from Government funding, 
with the remaining 40 per cent from 
council tax. 

He said: “The impact on Luton is not 
common nationally. It’s not where any 
of us want to be. We’ve got a challenge 
to face. It’d be silly to pretend it won’t 
be noticeable. The one thing we can’t 
do is to be overwhelmed by the prob¬ 
lem, because that would be failing to 
serve the community. 

“We’ve got to set a balanced budget. 
You can’t fail to set a budget. A great big 
slice of Government funding has been 


taken out, and it’s been on a downward 
direction on the council’s budget for a 
number of years. But the level of the 
cuts and the speed of the cuts are 
obliging the council to take fairly seri¬ 
ous measures. The demand for services 
is likely to rise too.” 

Head of finance Dave Kempson said 
the current financial situation is the 
‘worst’ he has known since he began 
working at the council 30 years ago. 

He said: “This is the biggest challenge 
we have faced in our lives. No one in 
finance has known anything like this 
before. Luton is definitely one of the 
worst affected areas in the east of 
England, and among the worst in the 
country. We had our figures in the 
medium-term and thought this is look¬ 
ing really bad - way worse than before. 
We’re taking members through that. 
We’ve been saying how bad this is. 

“It’s hitting higher earners and those 
on benefits. People will no longer be 
able to afford to stay in their houses. If 
they realise early enough, they may be 
able to switch to smaller properties, 
but some will be homeless.” 

Between 2011-13, the council has 
already saved £36m to meet Coalition 
Government spending cuts through 
reductions in back office functions, with 
minimal impact on frontline services. 

Council Leader Hazel Simmons plans 
to make a statement about the indica¬ 
tive budget and the council’s ‘vision for 
Luton’ to the meeting on November 8. 

The council’s final budget for 2013-14 
will be set at a meeting in February 
2013.

realised his mistake and 
corrected it - but not before 
one eagle-eyed onlooker had 
taken a photo. 

The gaffe came as this week 
Labour leader Ed Miliband 
attacked Unite trade union 
boss Len McCluskey over his 
opposition to the public sector 
pay freeze.

A REPORT has suggested that a 
four-runway, two-terminal 

Luton Airport would be the ‘next 
best option’ after Heathrow for 
increasing airport capacity in 
the UK. 

The document, published by 
thinktank Policy Exchange, says 


the nation needs a new hub air¬ 
port located in the South East. 

It rules out a ‘Boris Island’ 
Thames Estuary airport option as 
being ‘too hard to get to for too 
many people’ and says ‘the attrac¬ 
tions of Gatwick, Stansted and 
Cliffe are all much weaker’. 

Luton Airport’s close links with 
London make it the next best 
option in the event that expan¬ 


sion at Heathrow became ‘politi¬ 
cally unfeasible’. 

Tim Leunig, the report’s author, 
says Luton Airport is also close to 
the Ml, which is ‘arguably 
Britain’s most important road’. 

He proposes a four-runway 
Luton Hub with two terminals, 
the first adjoining the Ml, the sec¬ 
ond the Midland Mainline rail 
route. 


Investigation launched into fire staff member’s conduct 


BEDLORDSHIRE Fire 
and Rescue Service has 
confirmed it is carrying 
out an investigation 
into the conduct of one 
of their members of 
staff.

of our staff. In accor¬ 


dance with our own 
procedures, we are 
unable to comment fur¬ 
ther at this time, so as to 
avoid prejudicing that 
investigation. 

“However once the 
investigation has 
reached its conclusion, 
we will give a response."

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Probe launched after council 
van parked in disabled spot 

AN ‘immediate investigation’ has been 
launched after a council van was caught in a 
disabled parking bay. 

The vehicle was snapped last Saturday at 
8.15am in Upper George Street, Luton, next 
to the Town Hall. 

The parking error comes four months after 
Luton on Sunday published a picture of a 
council CCTV enforcement car illegally 
situated on double yellow lines. 

Passer-by David Bradbery said: “How on 
earth can we have a council in charge of 
parking enforcement regulations which its 
drivers clearly don’t abide by?At the very 
least the council should be setting a clear 
example. 

Mick Dillon, chairman of the Disability 
Resource Centre, said: “We would urge 
greater enforcement by the local authority 
to show they truly take this situation of 
misuse and abuse of parking bays seriously, 
so that local disabled citizens can have 
confidence in the council’s commitment to 
equitable parking for all.” 

A council spokesman said: “Under no 
circumstances is it appropriate for the vehicle 
to be parked in the disabled bay and we will 
be carrying out an immediate investigation.” 


‘Reformed’ burglar 
jailed for five years

A BURGLAR who told police and proba¬ 
tion workers he had changed his ways - 
and even made a burglary prevention 
video for one force - was jailed for five 
years after spurning the chance he was 
given. 

In September 2011 Taoreed Ogboye 
broke into the home of a family living in 
Filmer Road, Luton, and stole £30,000 
worth of gold and jewellery. 

After hearing in April of that year that 
Ogboye was determined to give up a life 
of crime and go straight, a judge deferred 
sentence on the young criminal, who had 
stolen more than £400,000 worth of gold 
and jewellery to see if he could keep his 
word. 

Ogboye, 24, was allowed his freedom 
and placed on a programme - devised by 


Hertfordshire Police, although the 
Probation Service is a major partner - to 
help rehabilitate long-term and persist¬ 
ent burglars. 

He helped Hertfordshire Constabulary 
with a campaign to beat the burglars by 
making a crime prevention video which 
the force put onto YouTube. 

But on December 16, after trying to 
break into a family home in Cassiobury 
Drive, Watford, he was arrested after an 
alert neighbour called the police. 

In April of this year when he appeared 
in custody before Judge Andrew Bright 
QC to admit the Luton offence and the 
two Watford matters, he asked for 175 
other burglaries on the homes of Asian 
families to be taken into consideration. 

But by then Ogboye had impressed 
probation workers with his desire to turn 
over a new leaf and give up a life of crime. 

It was thought he might be eligible for 


the Choices and Consequences pro¬ 
gramme, which is designed to keep 
offenders out of prison if they can 
demonstrate a genuine desire to give up 
committing burglary. 

Judge Bright agreed to defer sentence 
until September to see how Ogboye did, 
but within weeks he had returned to his 
old ways. 

At Luton Crown Court Ogboye 
pleaded guilty once more to the Luton 
break-in last September and the 
attempted break-in and a further burgla¬ 
ry both in Watford committed in 
December. 

He once again asked for 175 other bur¬ 
glaries to be taken into consideration. 

Neil King, prosecuting, said loss of 
Asian gold and jewellery attributed to 
Ogboye's burglary campaign came to 
more than £400,000. 

He said none of it was ever recovered.

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Drop-in sexual health services launches in Marsh Farm 


A SEXUAL health service for peo¬ 
ple in Marsh Farm has been 
launched. 

The drop-in clinic at Futures 
House, in The Moakes, Luton, 
will be running every Thursday 
and will provide chlamydia test¬ 
ing, free condoms and informa¬ 
tion on contraception, among 
other things. 

It has been set-up by Marsh 
Farm Futures (MFF) and Brook 
Luton who say their research 


indicated there was a ‘real need’ 
for such a service in the Marsh 
Farm community. 

The service will be available to 
any under the age of 25 and 
follows a month long consulta¬ 
tion with young people in the 
area. 

Jenny Melrose, an advisor and 
outreach worker, said: “Research 
has shown that there is a real 
need for a practical and confi¬ 
dential sexual health service in 


Marsh Farm, and the informa¬ 
tion the young residents gave us 
supported this research. 

“It’s hugely important that we 
provide a service that is at the 
right time and in the right venue 
for our young clients so that they 
access this service. 

“We look forward to supporting 
young people in the area by 
empowering them to make the 
right choices about their own 
sexual health and relationships.”

Plans for link road 


take a step forward

PLANS for a crucial traffic conges¬ 
tion-busting Ml Link for Dunstable 
will be officially submitted in the 
next few months. 

Proposals for the Woodside Link 
Road are progressing well after 
Central Bedfordshire Council’s 
Executive Committee gave the green 
light to submit a planning applica¬ 
tion for its construction. 

The new road will connect 
Houghton Regis and the industrial 
estates in Dunstable to the planned 
new Junction 11a on the Ml north of 
the town. 

After initial work on its design, a 
planning application will be submit¬ 
ted to the Planning Inspectorate 


early in 2013, if required. Cllr Nigel 
Young (pictured) said: “The 
Woodside Link is a critical piece of 
new infrastructure, providing an 
arterial route through the planned 
new development area north of 
Houghton Regis, linking with the Ml, 
connecting existing and future 
employment sites and residential 
areas to Dunstable, Houghton Regis 
and the wider transport network. 

“Not only that, but it will 
significantly reduce the number of 
heavy vehicles in residential streets, 
reducing noise and improving air 
quality.” 

The executive councillors agreed 
for an application to go ahead to the 
Planning Inspectorate, as well as 
initial work to investigate land acqui¬ 
sition, design costs and funding.

Youths arrested at memorial

EIGHT youths were arrested on 
suspicion of anti-social behav¬ 
iour at the temporary memorial 
to murdered teenager Delaney 
Brown. 

Police were called to Vincent 
Road, Luton, on Wednesday after 
residents complained about 
youngsters who were drinking and 
playing loud music. There were 
also reports of rowdiness and glass 
being smashed. 

On arrival the officers were met 
with around ten young men who 
were abusive and threatening. The 
police helicopter and a dog were 
also deployed. 

The group were stopped and 
searched and one person was 
found to be in possession of illegal 
drugs and was arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of Possession with Intent to 
Supply. 

When officers tried to clear the 
area they were pelted with rocks 
and stones. The offenders then 
ran off but were detained in neigh¬ 
bouring roads. Eight were arrested 


for Breach of the Peace. Chief 
Inspector Rob McCaffray said: 
“We have some local officers on 
the ground to provide reassurance 
for those people living in the area 
who we understand are extremely 
worried. 

“We continue to work with the 
community and listen to their 
concerns and will respond to any 
anti-social behaviour that occurs 
in relation to this ongoing inci¬ 
dent.” 

The previous day a 19-year-old 
became the fourth person to be 
arrested on suspicion of murder¬ 
ing Delaney Brown (pictured). 

He was released on conditional 
police bail. 

He followed the previous arrests 
of an 18-year-old, a 17-year-old 
and a 22-year-old, all on suspicion 
of murder.

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Authority gives 
support to calls 
for exam review

CENTRAL Bedfordshire 
Council has joined calls for a 
judicial review of the grading 
of this summer’s GCSE 
English exams. 

The authority is among a 
consortium of councils, 
schools, students and other 
groups collectively taking a 
legal challenge against exami¬ 
nations regulator Ofqual and 
exam boards AQA and 
Edexcel over the decision to 
increase the Grade C bound¬ 
ary in the GCSE foundation 
paper by ten marks between 
January and June. 

The group is calling for 
GCSE English exam papers 
taken in June to be regraded 
in line with the papers taken 
by their fellow pupils in 
January. 

A pre-action letter delivered 
on behalf of the consortium 
said: “It is inconceivable that 
two cohorts of students 
enrolled for the same course 
in the same academic year, 
who have undertaken the 
same work and invested the 
same effort, and who will be 
competing in future for the 
same opportunities, should 
be subjected to such radically 
different standards of assess¬ 
ment and award.” 

Cental Bedfordshire coun¬ 
cillor Mark Versallion 
(pictured) said: “It is simply 
wrong and unjust that hun¬ 
dreds of hard working pupils 
in Central Bedfordshire and 
elsewhere received lower 
grades in the June exam than 
their peers who either sat the 
exam six months earlier, or 
sat a paper issued by another 
exam board. 

“The difference between a C 
and a D grade can have major 
implications for young people 
as they move through the 
education system, or for 
school leavers as they take 
their first steps into employ¬ 
ment or pursue further train¬ 
ing.” 

A spokesman from Luton 



Borough Council, which at 
present is not part of the 
group, said: “The council is 
considering joining the con¬ 
sortium and we are currently 
taking soundings from local 
schools.” 

Last week, Luton MPs Gavin 
Shuker and Kelvin Hopkins 
held a meeting with second¬ 
ary school headteachers to 
discuss how the controversial 
GCSE results have affected 
them. 

Speaking after the discus¬ 
sion, Mr Shuker said: “Not 
only has this fiasco left young 
people uncertain about their 
abilities, but along with that, 
parents are frustrated at the 
system, teachers unsure of 
their judgement and schools 
won’t get the credit they 
deserve. 

“It is a sorry state of affairs 
for many in Luton and across 
England.” 

A spokesman from Luton 
Sixth Form College confirmed 
it has had to create three extra 
GCSE English classes as a 
result of more students not 
having a Grade C, but wanting 
to continue in further educa¬ 
tion. 

The college now provides 15 
classes, with each being 
taught for three hours per 
week.

It’s been asked before... but who does guard the guards? 


W E live in the free world, 

where democracy means 
we are rulers of our own 
destiny. Unfortunately we are not. 

And a few recent examples 
demonstrate that we have no 
control over what goes on in our 
country, in large part because 
organisations, democratic and 
otherwise, subvert and undermine 
our freedoms. We are left nearly 
helpless in the face of these 
forces. It used to be called the 
Establishment but that implies a 
certain class of old-guard men 
ensuring that, behind the scene, 
the values and virtues of Britain 
are upheld, whatever the desires 
of we plebs. 

This is more insidious and 
involves organisations much closer 
to the ground. Calling it forces is 
appropriate, as one such 
organisation thrown into the 
spotlight recently is the police. The 
disaster at Hillsborough has been 
hard enough to take for the 
families involved. 

To be accused, by the upholders 
of the law no less, that the fans 
were themselves to blame, and 
furthermore to insinuate they 
behaved disgracefully at 
Hillsborough, would have been too 
much to take for many. 

For it now to be demonstrated 
that the police were in large part 
to blame and shifted that blame to 
cover themselves must heighten 
both the relief at being vindicated 
and the anger that the police could 
act as they did. 


Not to forget the politicians. 
Home Secretary after Home 
Secretary, Conservative and 
Labour, failed to act on evidence 
anyone with two eyes could see. 
Nor some parts of the press, who 
were only too willing to join in the 
vilification. Also unfolding at the 
moment are the stories 
surrounding Jimmy Savile. These 
stories have been whirling round 
for 30 years or more, yet nothing 
was done. Savile was a highly 
litigious man - he once 
successfully sued BoS - but that 
should not have stopped a proper 
investigation by his main employer, 
the BBC. Yes the BBC, the 
champion of truth and justice, 
failed to investigate the stories for 
decades, rather than confront 
them. Closer to home we have the 
fiasco of GCSE exams in English. 
Somebody, or some organisation 
such as Ofqual, moved the 
goalposts without telling anyone, 
making the pass mark much 
higher. 

The fact that this adversely 
affects the lives of tens of 
thousand of students and the 
standing of all their schools and 
teachers, seems to matter not a 
jot. Not to the perpetrators, or to 
many politicians, local and national. 

Although they have all been 
exposed, there is no guarantee and 
not much hope that it will not 
happen again. 

Or that other organisations, 
supposedly responsible and under 
the rule of Parliament and the law, 


will not do as they please and 
leave us with the choice of either 
shrugging our shoulders or 
fighting back any way we know 
how. We cannot trust most of our 
politicians to do it for us, or many 
of the institutions set up to defend 
us.We just have to do it ourselves. 

T HERE seems to be a whiff of 
double standards in 
Government at the moment. I 
bet you are shocked. 

When Barclays Bank was found 
to be trying to manipulate inter¬ 
bank lending rates, Mr Diamond, 
the man at the top of Barclays, 
resigned. 

Although it was said at the time 
‘the recent FSA investigation into 
how Barclays attempted to rig the 
important Libor interest rates did 
not find him personally culpable’, 
he still had to go because he was 
in charge and either knew what 
was going on, and was therefore 
guilty by association, or didn't, and 
was therefore incompetent. 

Contrast that to the North-West 
rail franchise. It has been revealed, 
just before Richard Branson was 
about to go to court, that the 
process of selecting a company to 
run the West Coast Main Line is 
deeply flawed. So the selection of 
FirstGroup over Virgin is 
withdrawn and the whole process 
must begin again. And three civil 
servants are suspended. 

Not the politicians at the top, we 
note, but their minions. One rule 
for us and another one for them.

Firm fined £24k 
for worker’s fall

THE employers of a warehouse 
worker who fell into a pit has 
been fined £24,000 for breaching 
health and safety laws. 

Bestway Cash and Carry in 
Dallow Road was ordered to pay 
the penalty after pleading guilty 
at Luton Magistrates’ Court to 
three offences under the Health 
and Safety laws. 

Magistrates heard how a com¬ 
pany employee fell into an 
unguarded loading and unload¬ 


ing bay, which forms a four foot 
deep pit, while working in the 
‘Goods In’ area of the store’s ware¬ 
house. 

The employee escaped with 
minor injuries, despite the hard 
surface she fell on and the weight 
of the items that fell on her. 

After careful consideration, 
magistrates fined the firm £8,000 
for each of the three offences plus 
£3,792 towards Luton Borough 
Council’s costs and a £15 victim 
surcharge - a total of £27, 807. 

Cllr Mohammed Ashraf said: 
“Health and safety laws are there 


to protect both employees and 
the public. Businesses must 
ensure they keep everyone as safe 
as possible at all times. 

“The risk in this particular case 
was foreseeable and could have 
been easily avoided by installing 
fixed barriers around the bay.”

Club’s in talks to buy 
Kenilworth Road back 


IT’S been an issue that’s been rumbling on for decades - 
where should Luton Town FC future home be? 

At the weekend it emerged the club were in talks with 
the council over possibly buying back Kenilworth Road. 
LUISTRACCIA looks at how the Hatters have tried - and 
failed - to get a ground move over the years. 


HOW do you solve a problem like 
Luton Town’s home? 

Since most Hatters fans can 
remember, moving out of their 
current 10,226 capacity all-seater 
home at Kenilworth Road - or at 
least redeveloping it - has been a 
necessity 

The idea is that, if the club can 
house the thousands of specta¬ 
tors their fanbase can provide, 
the ensuing revenues would 
enable them to compete at a 
higher level. 

But to get into a new stadium, 
of course, the club need the 
money to build one first. 

And this is the chicken-and- 
the-egg problem facing the 
Hatters, who were relegated from 
the Football League in 2009. 

Staying in Luton is obviously 
the preferred option, but these 
days the football world is teem¬ 
ing with clubs who have moved 
outside the borders of their com¬ 
munity 

As things stand, Luton Town FC 
do not own their Kenilworth 
Road home, which opened in 
1905. 

They sold it to Luton Borough 
Council for £3.25 million in the 
late 1980s, at the height of the 
club’s dizzying success which 
involved a memorable 3-2 
League Cup win over Arsenal. 

Back then, the club had plans 



to relocate to a new stadium, and 
the council permitted the use of 
the ground for a short period of 
seven years on a rent free basis 
on the understanding the club 
would be actively planning to 
relocate. 

The subsequent recession, 
change in the club’s fortunes and 


issues arising with the function 
10a site due to the Ml Widening 
Scheme in the 1990s impacted 
upon the club’s plans. 

A planning application for a 
new ground, the Kohlerdome 
proposed by then chairman 
David Kohler in 1995, was turned 
down by the Secretary of State in 
1998. 

Since then the club has gone 
into administration on three 
occasions, has had a number of 
different owners. 

In 2007, the club’s owners pro¬ 
posed relocating to a site near 
function 12 of the Ml motorway, 
near Harlington and Toddington. 

A planning application was 
made on the club’s behalf by for¬ 
mer chairman Cliff Bassett, but 
the application was withdrawn 
almost immediately following 
the club’s takeover in 2008. 

When the Luton2020 consor¬ 
tium bought the club in 2008 it 
said it would undertake an inde-

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pendent feasibility study to 
locate options for a new stadium 
within the Luton area, but rele¬ 
gation to non-League football in 
2009 set back the study issue 
somewhat. 

Since then there has been very 
little movement on the stadium 
front - until Saturday’s matchday 
programme in which club man¬ 
aging director Gary Sweet wrote: 
‘Given the current market condi¬ 
tions and, in particular, the chal¬ 
lenges faced by local authorities, 
we have acknowledged that, 
along with a significant invest¬ 
ment in projects which have a 
valuable impact on community 
cohesion, clubs like ours may 


have a duty to support the 
council with a consideration in 
lieu of rent. 

‘Having recently made an offer 
to the council in relation to this 
we have also made it known that 
we have a strong desire to put 
the ownership of Kenilworth 
Road back into the hands of the 
club, and have initiated discus¬ 
sions on that basis. 

‘Additionally, while we cannot 
at this point rule out an eventual 
redevelopment of Kenilworth 
Road, the feasibility processes for 
an assessment of any relocation 
plans are now firmly afoot.’ 

In a statement the council said: 
‘Luton Borough Council is the 


landowner of the Kenilworth 
Road site, and as landlords, we 
are in discussions with Luton 
Town FC (as tenants) about a 
number of issues relating to the 
ground. 

‘Within those discussions, the 
club has identified as one of 
many options, the possibility 
that they may be interested in 
buying the freehold of the site at 
a point in the future. 

‘This, together with other 
options in relation to their lease 
arrangements, remain to be dis¬ 
cussed further with councillors. 
Currently the site is not on the 
disposal list and does not have a 
purchase value attached to it.’

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Sir Alec calls time on science career

TRIBUTES poured in this 
week for the Luton-raised 
DNA fingerprinting pioneer 
who has announced his 
retirement this week. 

Professor Sir Alec Jeffreys 
(pictured), who attended 
Luton Grammar School and 
then Luton Sixth Form 
College, said he was bringing 
the curtain down on his illus¬ 
trious career as one of Britain’s 
leading scientists. 

While studying variation in 
human DNA in 1984, Sir Alec 
had a ‘Eureka moment’ - and 
developed DNA fingerprinting, 
which transformed forensic 
science and identity testing. 

Shortly afterwards he 
demonstrated that the tech¬ 
nology had a host of applica¬ 
tions ranging from criminal 
investigations, paternity and 
immigration disputes through 
to conservation biology. 

In more recent years, 
Professor Jeffreys, 62, has 
made key contributions to our 
understanding of fundamen¬ 


tal processes of change in the 
human genome. 

Over the decades, his work at 


the University of Leicester has 
received widespread recogni¬ 
tion, including a Knighthood 


for services to science and 
technology in 1994 and the 
title of Honorary Freeman of 
the City of Leicester in 1993. 

He has received numerous 
other honours, accolades and 
awards during his career, 
including election to the 
Fellowship of the Royal 
Society in 1986. 

Professor Sir Alec said: “It’s 
been an exhilarating 35 years 
and I’m so grateful to the uni¬ 
versity and to colleagues in 
the Department of Genetics 
for providing such a marvel¬ 
lous and supportive research 
environment, and for all their 
help, friendship and support 
over the years. 

“Our science will of course 
continue, though it’s time for 
me to pass the baton on to the 
next generation and hope that 
they gain as much satisfaction 
and pleasure from scientific 
enquiry as I have. 

“I look forward to following 
the next Leicester discoveries 
with eager anticipation.” 

Despite a lifetime commit¬ 
ted to the pursuit of knowl¬ 
edge and sharing the joy of 


discovery with others, there 
remains one beguiling quest 
for him: “Extraterrestrial life. I 
would love to see that before I 
die.” 

Sir Alec said he is to continue 
his association with the 
University of Leicester follow¬ 
ing his retirement this month 
after 35 years’ service there. 

The university's Vice- 
Chancellor, Professor Sir 
Robert Burgess, said: “The pur¬ 
suit of knowledge and quest for 
excellence is exemplified in the 
life and work of Professor Sir 
Alec Jeffreys, who discovered 
DNA fingerprinting. 

“His career is a testament to 
the values that higher educa¬ 
tion as a whole holds dear - 
epitomising the transformative 
nature of research to change 
the world for the better. 

“His legacy of world-class 
research and its ability to 
change the world has not only 
allowed the University of 
Leicester to enhance its repu¬ 
tation, it has provided inspira¬ 
tion to generations of under¬ 
graduate and postgraduate 
students, research associates, 


and peers. 

“Sir Alec is the epitome of 
the modern academic: high 
quality, inclusive, modest and 
loyal. 

“His joy of scientific research 
and discovery is shared not 
only with staff and students 
but through his tireless out¬ 
reach work. 

“He loves giving lectures to 
the lay public and school- 
children, telling them the 
story of the discovery of DNA 
fingerprinting and conveying 
the excitement of an out-of- 
the-blue discovery able to 
solve rapes, murders and 
questions of identity. 

“On behalf of the University 
of Leicester, as well as person¬ 
ally, I would like to pay special 
tribute to this remarkable man 
who, despite lucrative offers 
from around the world, has 
remained true to his calling 
that led to that Eureka 
moment - a bench scientist 
whose career and contribu¬ 
tion have been defined by the 
thirst for knowledge and his 
willingness to share this with 
people from all walks of life.”

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SMALL RANGE 

The Evoque is a long-awaited three-door 'baby' Range Rover 
derived from the striking LRX concept first shown at the 
2008 Detroit Show and the big shock is, it looks almost 
exactly the same. It will be available in two- and four-wheel 
drive and joined, later, by five-door versions. 

Although based on the Freelander (and to be built in the 
same plant at Halewood on Merseyside), the Evoque should 
provide a much more dynamic driving experience. Its track is 
20mm wider and numerous components, including 
suspension knuckles and control arms, are made of 
aluminium, lowering unsprung weight to the benefit of 
agility. The car, which will be offered with front-wheel drive, 
is chasing sporty hatch standards of handling and ride and 
the BMW 1-series was among the cars used as a benchmark 
when developing the chassis. 

Front-drive will also help the Evoque's eco credentials, giving 
a headline consumption figure of 58mpg and C02 emissions 
of below 130 g/km from a modified version of the 
Freelander's 2.2-litre turbodiesel engine, though the 4x4 
models should be good for around 50mpg, too. And no, 
these aren't misprints. Stop/start is standard and extensive 
use of aluminium and plastic in the body make the Evoque 
up to 150 kg lighter than the Freelander. 

There's little to no chance that the Evoque's SUV-cum-coupe 
styling won't go down well with its intended customers.

Otherwise the LRX's strikingly crisp lines and 
athletic stance are perfectly preserved
